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This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR LI 37(b) which is being treated as a petition 
under 37 CFR 1.181, filed August 20, 2004, for withdrawal of abandonment of the above 
identified application based on filing of a timely reply. The delay in acting on this petition is 
regretted. 

A review of the file history shows that the examiner mailed an Office action to applicants on 
October 29, 2003, requiring sequence compliance and setting a one month shortened statutory 
period for reply. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed to applicants on August 10, 2004, when 
no reply was received. Applicants state that a reply was filed on November 17, 2003, and 
provide a copy thereof In actuality, the Office action mailed by the examiner was unnecessary 
as applicants had earlier complied with sequence requirements, but such compliance was 
overlooked by the examiner. In view of the timely reply the Notice of Abandonment was
